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Nuclear Rocket Funds Requested 
LBJ Asks 
Education, 
Health Bills 


Proposals 
Far*Ranging 


Washington (UPI) — Presi- 


dent Johnson Tuesday s e n t 
C o n g r e s s a wide-ranging 
health and education p r o - 
gram, featuring federal ef- 
forts to lower the cost of med- 
ical services to the public. 


"I am directing Secretary 


John Gardner to convene at 
the Department of Health, 
Education 
and W e l f a r e 


(HEW) 
a national conference 


on medical costs." Johnson 
said in a special message to 
the House and Senate. 


Johnson noted that the av- 


erage cost per patient in hos- 
pitals more than tripled from 
1950 to 1965 — from $14.40 a 
day to over $45. 


Other health costs increased 
sharply, too, he said, and a 
HEW study last year "indi- 
cates that medical costs will 
almost certainly continue to 
rise." 


The national conference, 


Johnson said, will "bring to- 
gether leaders of the medical 
community and members of 
the public to discuss how we 
can lower the costs of medi- 
cal service without impairing 
the quality." 


On the education front, 


Johnson's 
recommendations 


extended from vast enlarge- 
ment 
of educational 
tele- 


vision through possible use 
of communications satellites, 
and boosts in the number 
and capacity of stations, to 
a call for putting "an end 
once and for all to racial 
segregation in our schools." 


Describing the f e d e r a l 


ro'e in education as "a new 
alliance with America's 
state and local communities" 
in which the federal govern- 
ment is a junior partner, 
Johnson recommended: 


—A $15 million authorization "to 


help state and local governments 
evaluate 
their 
education 
pro- 


grams and plan for the future.'* 


—Extension of the N a t i o n a l 


Defense Education Act of 1958, 
the Higher Education Act of 1965, 
and the National Vocational Stu- 
dent Loan Insurance Act of 1965, 
all scheduled to expire in June, 
1968. 


—Combining and expanding the 


scattered programs for assistance 
in training of teachers and other 
school officials. 


—Enlargement of programs for 


educating poor children, includ- 
ing expansion of the Teacher 
Corps—which now has 1,200 mem- 
bers—to a total of 5,500 volunteers 
by September, 1968. 


—Increased help in educating 


the handicapped, bolstering voca- 
tional education programs, a n d 
"combating adult illiteracy" re- 
flected in the fact that "at least 
three million adults in America 
cannot read or write" and another 
13 million never went past the 
eighth grade. Johnson said he 
was "requesting $44 million—an 
increase of nerly 50%—for adult 
basic education programs." 


—Extension of federal "partner- 


ship" in state and local programs 
"to encourage broad-gauge plan- 
ning in health," through appro- 
priations in fiscal 1968 totaling 
$161 million, an increase of $41 
million over the 1967 fiscal year.

Washington (UPI) — Presi- 


dent Johnson Tuesday asked 


ongress for $91 million to 


start development of nuclear- 
powered space rockets pow- 
erful e n o u g h for "future 
manned landings anil explora- 
tions of far-distant olanets " 


The supplemental f u n d s 


would go into the Rover pro- 
gram, which is shooting for 
nuclear propulsion of the sort 
needed if Americans are to 
explore the neighboring plan- 
ets 


The President said that a 


nuclear engine with 200,000 to 
250,000 pounds of thrust could 
almost double the payload of 
the Saturn V rocket being de- 
veloped for the Apollo moon 
program. 


Just last Thursday, techni- 


cians at Jackass Flats, Nev., 
ground-tested at full power a 
Phoebus nuclear rocket — 
part of the Rover program — 
which could deliver about 75,- 
000 pounds of thrust at the al- 
titude it would be used. 


Nerva Rocket 


The new funds would start 


development of a more pow- 
erful version of another Rover 
rocket called N«rva. 


Johnson did not include the 


Rover buildup in his fiscal 
1968 budget, but noted that he 
might include it in a supple- 
mental request. That is what 
he did Tuesday, saying it 
would lay groundwork "to be 
used in future manned land- 
ings and explorations of far- 
distant planets."

near the Cambodian border. IB 
addition bombs and artillery 
in staggering volume h a v e 
been expended in support of 
ground troops. 


The latest count of air sor- 


ties flown in support of the 
operation is 855 and Monday 
the 1st Division alone fired 
Tvinr«> than n.000 rounds of 
artillery ammunition, mostly 
in support of Junction City. 


Yet the total number of 


enemy confirmed killed as of 
Tuesday was only 89. 


Costly Operation 


"This could be a costly 


operation if we don't find 
them," a senior U.S. 
officer 


acknowledged. "Our 
casual- 


ties keep going up — a tank 
knocked out here, a booby 
trap there, snipers picking 
off our people one or two at 
a time — and we don't have 
much to show for it yet." 


Despite the 
disappointing 


start, however, U.S. military 
leaders involved in the oper- 
ation still think it has a 
good chance to pay off. 


Some of the troops and the 


junior officers in the field 
think that the Viet Cong al- 
ready h a v e escaped the 
iorseshoe-shaped net formed 
by the U.S. forces and have 
fled into Cambodia. 


But a senior intelligence 


officer 
said it is 
believed 


that there are still 
f i v e 


enemy battalions in the im- 
mediate operational area and 
four to six more within re- 
inforcing distance.

'They're Here' 


"They may still get away," 


he said. "There's a lot of jun- 
gle to slip through, but as of 
now we're convinced they're 
still here somewhere." 


The Americans are operat- 


ing in a 15-square mile area 
of northern Tay Ninh prov- 
ince that has long been con- 
sidered the hidden redoubt of 
COSVN, the enemy's Central 
Office 
for South Vietnam, 


headquarters for the political 
and military operations of the 
Viet Cong and National Lib- 
eration Front. 


"I don't expect we'll be 


able to kill or capture any of 
their top leaders — they 
probably are in Cambodia," 
the intelligence officer said. 


"But I still think we have 


a chance of finding the head- 
quarters installation i t s e l f 
and destroying it. And I also 
think there's still a good 
chance of making major con* 
tact with an enemy force. 


"If we can find the COSVN 


headquarters and drive their 
leaders out, into exile in Cam- 
bodia for a while, that would 
be significant. It would be a 
great blow to them political- 
ly." 


So far the U.S. troops have 


uncovered a dozen or more 
enemy base camps, some of 
them related to COSVN head- 
quarters operations such as 
a communications base and 
a recruitment and prosely- 
tizing center. 


In them they have found 


everything from rifles to ta- 
ble tennis balls, 41 bicycles 
and 1,759 erasers. 


But except for small and 


infrequent contacts they have 
not found any enemy troops. 


Proposed Against Powell— 
'Action Is Improper' 


Washington (UPI)—The only Negro on the select com- 


mittee that investigated Adam Clayton Powell said Tuesday 
he would ask the House to overrule recommendations that the 
Harlem Democrat be fined $40,000 and stripped of his con- 
gressional seniority.

Once they guess the topic of 
my discussion, the rest is easy. 


St. Katherine's Day School, which I 


attend, has seven specially trained teach- 
ers who are members of the Sisters of 
Mercy order. 


The pace is gentle at St. Katherine's, 


but some of us can read simple sentences 
relating to family life. Most of us can 
print our names and practically all of us 
can make ceramic ash trays, candle hold- 
ers and tie holders. 


Two Groups 


The boys and girls at St. Katherine's 


range in age from seven to 17 and have 
IQs up to 75 (an IQ of 90 to 110 is con- 
sidered normal). Each pupil attends only 
one 2>/2 hour session a day, so as not to 
overtax his attention span. 


The children arc graded into two ma- 


jor classifications—trainable or educable 
and then into intermediate or advanced 
groups. 


The trainable group is for children 


like me. The educable includes brain-in- 
jured children who might advance to the 
fifth-grade level in ordinary* school work 
and get jobs in sheltered workshops, or 
as domestics, hospital workers and bus 
boys and girls. 


I started at St. Katherine's five years 


ago. My mother says the biggest improve- 
ment in me since I have been going to 
school is in my behavior. I have lost my 


restlessness, am more obedient and have 
settled down considerably. My speech, vo- 
cabulary and writing also have undergone 
major improvement. 


I Wish . . . 


Being retarded, I miss a lot of fun. 


Mostly, though, 1 wish I had been born 
normal if only that a heavy chain of si- 
lent sorrow never would have been hung 
on the hearts of my mom and dad. 


Then, just once or twice, I wish I 


could race down the street and into the 
park with the other kids and feel the wind 
blowing in my face. 


I want to make one thing clear. H I 


had to be born retarded, God could uot 
have picked a finer family for me. That 
goes past my Mom and Dad to my broth- 
ers, Tommy, 14, and Johnny, who is 22, 
and my sister, Beruadette, 19, who along 
with my Aunt Phyllis sews, a let of my 
dresses. 


At school, the sisters teach us we 


must always tell the truth. I have a con- 
fession to make. I didn't really write this 
story. My dad did it on his typewriter. 
He says a typewriter is a box with pret- 
ty words in it and that all you have to 
do is punch the right keys.

No State 'Surplus' 


If former Gov. Frank Morrison was trying 


to be of assistance in boosting Nebraska out 
of its fiscal frustrations, he went the long way 
about it.

But Morrison has helped clear away 


some of the confusion he created by ex- 
plaining that he never "leant to imply that 
the $50 million treasury balance he turned 
over to his successor was "surplus" funds. 


*

The idea that the state somewhere has $50 


million or so just lying around, available to be 
used in place of taxes that would be levied to 
operate the state in the next two years, has 
caused needless misunderstandings in the 
already little-understood tax issue. 


Morrison earlier had fed this erroneous 


impression by declaring that a $50 million bal- 
ance he turned over to Gov. Norbert Tiemann 
at the first of the year can be used for the 
daily operation of state government. 


This implication, Tiemann accurately re- 


sponded, was "deceptive and illusory." 


The fact of the matter is that all or nearly 


all of this $50 million is committed for specific- 
expenditures. It is like the salaried man who 
approaches the end of the month with a fairly 
respectable bank balance—he might get car- 
ried away with his prosperity until he realizes 


that his first-of-the-month bills will take every 
bit he has in the bank, and maybe more. 


It is unfortunate that the state's fiscal 


machinery Is not yet capable of determin- 
ing just how much of that $50 million actu- 
ally is committed. This answer should be 
forthcoming by July 1, thanks to the new 
accounting system being Installed in state 
government.

But it has been maintained by Tiemann, 


and now confirmed by Morrison, that there is 
no appreciable "surplus" here; Tiemann even 
raises the question whether it will be sufficient 
to meet the commitments. 


It helps not at all for Morrison to proclaim 


that the state has plenty of money to get 
through the current biennium, which ends 
July 1, and that therefore no fiscal crisis ex- 
ists at this time.

The point is that there very definitely 


will be a fiscal crisis soon after July 1 if a 
new tax system is not installed quickly to 
replace the state property tax voted out by 
the people last November. And this crisis 
is not going to be met by some mythical 
$50 million lying around in a statehouse 
cash drawer, as some slick-talking anti- 
tax groups have attempted to convince the 
people. 


Past the Peak? 


Demagogues have their day in the United 


States. Then there is a waning and issues 
fall into place and the common sense of the 
American people gradually brings the atmos- 
phere back to one of greater reasonableness.

Jackson, Miss. (UPI) — New indictments were returned 


Monday in two of Mississippi's most sensational racial cases 
and a roundup of those nsymed was expected to begin soon. 


A federal grand jury re- 


turned indictments in the 1964 
slaying of three civil rights 
workers n e a r Philadelphia 
and in the firebomb death of 
Negro leader Vernon Dahmer 
near Hattiesburg last year. 


The identities of those In- 


dicted was a closely guarded 
secret. The names were giv- 
en to U.S. District Judge Har- 
old Cox, who ordered the 
jury's report to remain se- 
cret until federal marshals 
rounded up those named. 


T h e 23-member bi-racial 


panel submitted its sealed re- 
port to Cox Monday following 
a full week of investigation. 


18 Indicted 


Eighteen 
m e n , including 


Sheriff Lawrence Rainey of 
Neshoba County and his chief 
deputy, Cecil Price, were in- 
dicted in 1965 on federal con- 
spiracy

ture that will go in it even- 
tually 


'•The idea of doing some- 


thing like this has been on 
my mind for quite some 
time " he said. ' and after 
I retired (he was a brick- 
layer by trade) I thought 
about it more and more 


"Not too long ago, my 


wife and I took a trip to 
the New Salem State Park, 
in New Salem, 111., a n d 
looked over the Abe L i n- 
coln homestead and other 
early 1800 buildings. That's 
when I decided now was 
the time to get started." 


Shadley began his proj- 


ect shortly after Christmas 
last year and all that re- 
mains to be completed is 
a wagon 
patterned 
after 


the one the Lincoln family 
used to move from Indiana 
to Illinois. 


"That's all unless I can 


think of something else to 
go along with it ''he added 


Shadley has added o n e 


feature to the log cabin 
t h a t pioneer forefathers 
would have really enjoyed: 
an electric light. 


"That's so you can see 


the furniture 
inside," 
he 


explained 


"It occurred to me that 


this was the state's cen- 
tennial year, so it kind of 
fits in even though Nebras- 
ka had more sod houses 
and dugouts than log cab- 
ins." Ire said 


Wood carving isn't new 


to Shadley. He has been at 
it since he moved to L i n- 
coln from Auburn in 1927. 
He has among his wooden 
items some 80 handcarved 
pipes, many of which he 
smokes.

The f o u r t h Community 


Concert of this s e a s o n 
brought duo-pianists Arthur 
Gold and Robert Fizdale to 
Lincoln and the Pershing 
Auditorium. 


Probably America's best 


two-piano team, they man- 
aged to make quite a musi- 
cal dent in the cavernous In- 
terior of the auditorium and 
played a substantial program 
of two-piano literature. 


A "Fugue in C minor, K. 


426" 
by Mozart opened the 


program. Mozart wrote this 
work after a period of pre- 
occupation with Bach's mu- 
sic, but it is Mozartian in 
character and development. 
Flue Ensemble 


The two pianists at once 


showed not only their fine 
ensemble but the fact that 
they were evenly matched 
both technically and artisti- 
cally — something which 
could not be said about other 


two-piano teams who have 
visited here. 


It was also a real pleasure 


to hear two-piano playing not 
drowned in a sea of pedaling 
but at all times clear and 
finely-wrought. 


The "Grande Sonata" in 


B flat, Op. 30 of Schubert 
was delightfully performed 
in a transparent and lyric 
manner most fitting for the 
music of a Romantic classi- 
cist. The Sonata is not much 
more than a very melodious 
and graceful work — it is 
not the greatest Schubert — 
but the two pianists played 
it with taste and even achiev- 
ing a feeling of intimacy, an 
almost miraculous feat con- 
sidering the sourroundings. 


Poulenc's Sonata for Two 


Pianos, written in 1953 and 
dedicated to Gold and Fiz- 
dale, is typical of the style 
of this French composer: a 
somewhat bizarre combina- 
tion of a u s t e r i t y , un- 


usual shifts of texture and 
key, and Intermingled Pari- 
sian songs and dance tunes, 
somewhat impersonal in na- 
ture and not always eschew- 
ing the banal. 


One has to shift gears in 


listening, one moment to a 
serious composition and the 
next to a trifle. 


It is all skillfully done, 


h o w e v e r , and one could 
scarcely imagine a more ef- 
fective performance of it 
than the one given last night. 


Greatest Work 


The last half of the pro- 


gram opened with that great 
two-piano classic, Brahms' 
"Variations on a Theme of 
Haydn," always good listen- 
ing and by far the greatest 
work on the program. 


From the heights of t h e 


Brahms we descended rap- 
idly to the "cha-cha* milieu 
of Darius Milhaud's "Scara- 
mouche" played for all it 
was worth. 


Responding to the plaudits 


of the audience, G*id a n d 
Fizdale played as encores 
the Brahms "Waltz in A" 
(or A flat if yon play it 
alone!), a Poulenc "Waltz" 
and a two - piano arrange- 
ment of Bach's "Jesu, Joy 
of Man's Desiring" played 
oh, so romantically by the 
two artists. 


Forgiving them this final 


slip of taste, one m u s t 
a c k o w l e d g e that they 
played a first-rate program 
last night and whetted our 
appetities for more of the 
same, sometime soon.

Opponents charge that an 


extension of D Multiple zon- 
ing on land now designated 
for A-2 Single Family use 
will deteriorate the residen- 
tial character of the neigh- 
borhood. They also say that 
expansion of the fraternity 
house is better suited to lots 
to the east of the fraternity 
along Holdrege St.
